-cameto skirmiſh upon a place, where Bogges and paſſes 
_ made the acceſſe ot each Army tothe other difficult, We 
being _ of the place-drew up, hoping to have en- 
gagcd, bur found no way feazeable by reaſon of the bogs

two or three hundred great ſhort upon them, a conſides
